Mosquitos buzz 
to new heights 


Bad bites. Population 
numbers higher 
now than they’ve 
been in years 


You’re not imagining it as you 
fight your way through the 
swarm; Edmonton’s mosquito 
population is at record levels. 

City officials updated the 
situation on Thursday and, 
while official numbers are not 
yet in, Mike Jenkins, a bio¬ 
logical sciences technician with 
the city, said it’s likely a record 
breaker. 

“I suspect that it is probably 
around the highest peak we 
have seen in August in probably 
decades,” he said. 

The city collects mosquitoes 
in traps across the city and ana¬ 
lyzes them once a week. Jen¬ 
kins said he believes the traps

will be showing an average of 
around 3,500. 

He said late July storms cre¬ 
ated ideal breeding ground and 
the humid weather is perfect 
for adult mosquitoes. 

“It has been really, really 
humid, which helps the mos¬ 
quitoes out, because they are 
able to be out and biting,” he 
said. 

The city sprays mosquito 
habitats for larvae, but Jenkins 
said that program can’t capture 
all of them, especially because 
it doesn’t extend far outside of 
the city. 

“There are always going to 


be some mosquitoes that either 
get missed by the program or 
move in from areas outside of 
our program,” he said. 

Unfortunately, he added, 
there is little the city can do 
now about the problem, but 
Jenkins is hopeful as the air be¬ 
comes less humid the issue will 
resolve itself. “Typically, these 
August spurts are short-lived 
and, hopefully, that is the case 
now,” he said. 

Ryan Dyck, who works in 
the pro shop at Lewis Estates 
Golf Course, said they have cer¬ 
tainly noticed the surge. 

“They were swarming pretty 
good today,” he said. 

Dyck said golfers have been 
taking the bugs in stride. 

“Not too many people are 
complaining,” he said. 

A fraction of a per cent of 
the mosquitoes found in local 
traps are capable of carrying 
West Nile Virus. Alberta Health 
used to test mosquitoes, but 
suspended that program be¬ 
cause they deemed the risk to 
be low.

Redford’s 

lonely 

planet. 

Former 
premier 
employed 
travel scout 


Alison Redford travelled the 
globe when she was Alberta’s 
premier and so did her travel 
scout, forwarding photos of 
hotels and suites, sussing out 
suitable patios and restaurants 
and at least once advising on 
public toilets. 

Michelle Tetreault went to 
such locales as China, India, 
Switzerland, London and 
Washington in the 20 months 
she held the position that 
International Relations Minis¬ 
ter Cal Dallas said didn’t exist 
before Redford came to power. 

The Canadian Press ob¬ 
tained nearly 1,600 pages of 
Tetreault’s emails through the 
Freedom of Information Act. 
Although many portions were 
blanked out, the documents 
provide a glimpse into the mys¬ 
terious job. 

Tetreault travelled to most 
locations months before the 
former premier, often flying 
business class. She travelled 
to China in June 2012 before 
Redford’s trade mission the 
following September. She com¬ 
piled photos, including one of 
a “traditional Chinese restau¬ 
rant.” Tetreault also set out a 
list of China travel tips for staff: 
it’s custom not to place a purse 
or briefcase on the floor, and 
remember, “public toilets are 
all crouch only.” 

Tetreault got the job shortly 
after Redford and the Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives won the 
2012 election. A provincial 
directoiy lists her salaiy as 
$127,827 the following year.

City thinks about

Report. Overcrowding, 
new neighbourhoods 
make additional buses 
a priority, but funding 
decision won’t be 
made until December 
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More buses to address over¬ 
crowding and to bring peak- 
hour transit to newer neigh¬ 
bourhoods are on the list of 
priorities expected to make its 


way to budget deliberations 
later this year, said city offi¬ 
cials. 

In a report to be presented 
on Wednesday to the trans¬ 
portation committee, steps 
for more transit and specific 
overcrowded routes on which 
the need is the greatest will be 
brought forward. 

Overcrowding on 14 differ¬ 
ent routes in the city needs 
to be addressed, according to 
the report, which outlines the 
need for extra trips and higher 
frequencies for many of both 
corridor and neighbourhood 
routes, which include routes 
2, 4 and 19. 


“If people are constantly 
faced with overloaded buses, 
that tends to turn away poten¬ 
tial riders. If we don’t provide 
additional capacity for them, 
they could be turned off,” said 
Bill Sabey, director of custom¬ 
er service development. 

In order to address the 
overload issue on some routes, 
it would cost taxpayers $2.82 
million annually if more buses 
were added to the specific 
routes, starting September 
2015. 

With growth demands in 
the city also putting strain on 
city transit, the report outlines 
the need to also address areas

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Reykjavik. How street art 
helped bring some colour 
to a dreary, hopeless city

This was the Reykjavik I arrived 
to in the height of summer — 
rainy, windy, chilly A shock 
to my system after sunny Flor¬ 
ence, but it never felt as dreaiy 
as it looked, thanks to the city’s 
use of colour in its urban form. 

Picnic tables on the street 
add splashes of pink. Road 
barriers are reminiscent of lol¬ 
lipops. Even parts of the street 
are streaked with bright paint. 

To understand where the 
touch of whimsy comes from, 
one needs to look up at the 
sides of worn, aged buildings. 

The countiy’s talented 
street artists have turned the 
capital city into a walking gal- 
leiy. For a city of just 120,000 
(and a country of double that) 
it’s astonishing how many 
murals there are, and how 
sophisticated the work is. 

In Edmonton, we’ve wrestled 
with how to beautify drabness 
in our downtown buildings. 

Light the Bridge grew from 
this and, to an extent, so did 
the neon museum. Just this 
week, a Make Something 
Edmonton campaign emerged 
to re-face downtown. These are 
expensive and complicated. 

But property owners looking to 
spruce up exposed concrete can 
look to how Reykjavik bureau¬ 
crats and businesses embraced 
street art. 

It wasn’t always this way. 
Yes, houses in Reykjavik have 
for decades had a St. John’s feel, 
but that was the extent of the 
colour. In the late 2000s, the 
city had a zero-tolerance policy 
for street art. 

“A lot of art got painted over 
in this grey-green paint,” recalls 
Tanya Pollock, an American-Ice- 
landic street artist. Huge fines 



were handed out to vandals, 
regardless of how welcomed 
their art was. “With that policy, 
(the city) started a street war 
and illegal painting increased 
like a thousand per cent.” 

Debt and bankruptcy 
loomed in the background. The 
financial crash didn’t just break 
bank accounts, but spirits. It 
was visible in the broken glass 
and trash in the streets. Street 
artists felt like they were one of 
the few adding beauty to their 
hopeless city. Locals agreed. 

Residences and independ¬ 
ent businesses started putting 
“Paint Something Nice” stick¬ 
ers on their walls, inviting art¬ 
ists, spurring creative freedom. 
After seeing street art bloom in 
an urban garden, the city began 
relationships with street artists 
and stores started commis¬ 
sioning work. “It’s responsible 
for showing the city and 
Iceland how much we benefit 
from colour, and spreading it,” 
says Pollock. 

Today, it’s hard to tell what’s 
co-ordinated and what’s not. 
What’s advertising, what’s 
art. My favourite piece was on 
the side of a haberdasheiy: a 
sequence of illustrations dem¬ 
onstrating how to tie a tie. 

Whether it’s promotional 
or not is beside the point. 

“It makes the city feel more 
vibrant, said Pollock. “And it 
shows our culture.” 



Future of Rexall Place 
at top of to-do list for

“They’re as good as it gets 
and I have no doubt that facil¬ 
ity is something will define the 
City of Edmonton,” he said. “It 
will be a first-class, world-class 
facility.” 

Coun. Michael Oshry, who 
sits on the Northlands board, 
agreed that Rexall Place has to 
get resolved. 

“The new CEO and the 
board has to come up with a 
plan that will work for eveiy- 
body, but it’s a tricky one,” he 
said.

Ins and outs of guarding a marijuana grow-op 


Stealing from Stan Swiatelc’s 
marijuana stash is probably a 
task best left to Tom Cruise. 

“It’s Mission Impossible, 
pretty much,” remarked the 
founder and president of Sun¬ 
dial Growers on the tail end of 
a 90-minute tour provided to 
Metro of his 30,000-square-foot 
covered greenhouse, located 
just northwest of Airdrie. 

It’s on this land where he 
hopes to “set the stage” for 
what some believe will be a lu¬ 


crative commercial marijuana 
market. Health Canada has 
moved away from personal, 
home-based grow-operations, 
but believes the need for 
medicinal marijuana will only 
bloom like a well-cared-for pot 
plant in the years to come. 

The federal agency has 
approved 13 sites to date, in¬ 
cluding Swiatelc’s, to grow pot 
plants commercially. 

But Sundial has faced stiff 
pushback from neighbours and 


Rocky View county officials. 
Safety is a primaiy concern. 

“What’s to stop people from 
all of the sudden showing up 
and breaking into my property 
because they think I’m the 
grower?” questioned Naomi 
Kerr, who can see Swiatelc’s 
greenhouse from the horse 
arena on her adjacent property. 

“He has no perimeter fen¬ 
cing ... the problem is, it’s go¬ 
ing to attract a segment of soci¬ 
ety, I think, that I’m really not 


thrilled about.” 

Sundial’s steadfast entrepre¬ 
neur said his customers won’t 
be venturing to his property, as 
his product will be entirely de¬ 
livered by mail or courier. 

He’s also dumped hundreds 
of thousands into a “state-of- 
the-art” security system, which 
includes seismic sensors, safe 
rooms, an underground vault, 
electronic door locks, metal ac¬ 
cess doors and dozens of cam¬ 
eras that hang over marijuana 


handlers as if they were gam¬ 
blers seated at casino blackjack 
tables. 

Swiatek said his motiva¬ 
tion stems from fear of becom¬ 
ing another down-on-his-luclc 
farmer. The Sundial site previ¬ 
ously produced up to 10,000 
cucumbers a week. But Swiatek 
believes there’s more money in 
marijuana and hopes criticism 
will subside in due time. 

“I could say you took away 
a nice, healthy peach and you 


replaced it with booze? You’re 
fuelling alcoholism,” he said, 
later adding: “I’m simply hying 
to meet consumer demand ... I 
don’t want to draw any atten¬ 
tion to this place. I don’t want 
to affect the neighbours and 
put up chain-link fences. 

“On the other hand, though, 
if I put 165,000 square feet of 
cucumbers out there that’s go¬ 
ing to affect your peace and 
quiet, too.”

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Energy drink-alcohol cocktails 
may face ban on city property 


Toxic mix. Studies show 
blending the two can 
have worrying effects

Should the sales of energy 
drink and alcohol be banned 
from events on city property? 
That’s something city offi¬ 
cials are looking to discuss. 

According to Julie Storm- 
er, with the city’s civic 
events office, the issue needs 
to be discussed with Alberta 
Health Services, Alberta 
Gaming and Liquor Com¬ 
mission and other parties 
involved with liquor licences 
before they consider any 
action. 

“Given that it is out there, 
maybe in the fall we’ll have 
a conversation with those 
agencies to see what the dir¬ 
ection should be and collect¬ 


ively come up with a process 
for moving forward,” she 
said. 

Studies have shown that 
the mixing of both liquids 
can lead to worrying ef¬ 
fects on those who consume 
mixed drinks such as Jager- 
bombs or vodka Red Bull. 

“People think they’re fine 
and they can drink more — 
so they drink more and they 
become more impaired and 
they lose judgment,” said 
Monica Campbell, Toronto 
Public Health director of 
healthy public policy, who 
recently updated a policy on 
the mixed drinks. 

Stormer added that not 
many of the festivals held on 
city property sell both energy 
drinks and alcohol and that 
individual liquor licences 
are assessed based on liquor 
plans and security issues, not 
specifically mixing alcohol 
and energy drinks. 

“But that said, we haven’t 
actually said you can’t do it.”

Robocalls scandal 
Michael Sona’s ‘apparent 
arrogance and self- 
importance' were his 
downfall, judge says 


Michael Sona fell victim to his 
own “apparent arrogance and 
self-importance,” a judge said 
Thursday as he convicted the 
former Conservative staffer of 
using automated phone calls 
to misdirect voters in the 2011 
federal election. 

But in passing judgment, Su¬ 
perior Court Justice Gaiy Hearn 
added his voice to a growing 
chorus of those who believe the 
so-called robocalls affair was 
not the work of a single rogue 
operator acting alone. 

Sona, 25, the only one ever 
to be charged in the case, hung 
his head in the Guelph, Ont., 
courtroom. 

The judge rejected the in¬ 
consistent and “largely self- 
serving” testimony of the 


Crown’s star witness, Andrew 
Prescott, who held out for an 
immunity deal before agree¬ 
ing to testify against his former 
friend and colleague. 

Much more credible, said 


Hearn, were the other wit¬ 
nesses: young Conservative 
employees who described how 
Sona eagerly bragged about an 
elaborate plan to stymie Liberal 
voters, one he likened to the TV 


action-drama 24. 

In their closing arguments, 
both the defence and Crown 
said they believe more than 
one person hatched the plot — 
a conspiratorial note that has 


Misleading voters 


By now, the saga of the 
Guelph robocalls is well 
known. On the morning 
of May 2, 2011, automated 
phone calls were set up to 
target voters in Guelph — 
most of them Liberal sup¬ 
porters — with misleading 
instructions on where to vote.

long pervaded the robocalls 
narrative. 

“Although the evidence 
indicates he did not likely act 
alone, (Sona) was a party to the 
offence,” he said. “I’m also fully 


satisfied that he did so with 
clear intention to prevent and 
endeavour to prevent the elec¬ 
torate from voting.” 

“The balance of the evi¬ 
dence which I do accept is suf¬ 
ficient to establish beyond a 
reasonable doubt that Mr. Sona 
is guilty,” Hearn said. Sona’s 
“apparent arrogance and self- 
importance” were his downfall, 
he added. 

Sona, who faces a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison 
and a $5,000 fine, returns to 
court for a sentencing hearing 
on Oct. 17, at which point “we’ll 
be making veiy forceful sub¬ 
missions on sentencing,” said 
Crown attorney Croft Michael- 
son — a warning, perhaps, to 
political operatives of all stripes 
watching in Ottawa. 

Conservative party spokes¬ 
man Cory Harm was quick to 
react to the verdict, issuing a 
statement within minutes of 
the decision. “As we’ve said all 
along, the Conservative party 
ran a clean and ethical cam¬

British Columbia’s high¬ 
est court is green-lighting 
medical marijuana in every¬ 
thing from oils and cookies 
to teas in a ruling that finds 
federal health laws limiting 
weed consumption to the 
dried variety is unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

The B.C. Appeal Court 
released its 2-1 decision 
on Thursday stating that 
medical marijuana access 
regulations infringe on the 
charter rights of people re¬ 
quiring other forms of can¬ 
nabis to treat illnesses. 

The ruling upheld a 
decision by a lower court 
judge over the case of Owen 
Smith, a Victoria man who 
was charged in 2009 with 
possession for trafficking of 
THC — marijuana’s active 
compound — while work¬ 
ing as head baker for the 
Cannabis Buyers Club of 
Canada. 

Smith challenged the law 
by arguing some patients 
want to consume their ma-

rijuana medicine in butters, 
brownies, cookies and teas, 
claiming the right to ad¬ 
minister the drug in other 
forms is fundamental. 

His lawyer Kirk Tousaw, 
who also represents other 
medical marijuana-related 
litigants, said his client is 
pleased the court will al¬ 
low patients to decide what 
mode of ingestion works 
best for their particular 
symptoms and conditions. 

“How many people out 
there really think that a 
critically and chronically 
ill member of their family 
shouldn’t be entitled to eat 
a medical marijuana cookie 
if that relieves their pain?” 
Tousaw said in an interview. 

“We’re talking about 
the right of patients to find 
some relief from their very 
serious symptoms and con¬ 
ditions. It’s about time our 
government stop wasting 
our money trying to prevent 
people from doing that.”

Amsterdam. Dutch Santa 
sidekick to have makeover 


Amsterdam’s mayor and the 
organizers of a large chil¬ 
dren’s winter festival have 
unveiled plans to overhaul 
the image of “Black Pete” 
— the sidekick to the Dutch 
Santa Claus — after protests 
that the character exhibited 
racist elements. 

Mayor Eberhard van der 
Laan said Thursday that 
Pete’s appearance will be 
changed over several years 
from his current blackface 
to make him look like he has 
been merely covered with 
soot from going down chim¬ 
neys to deliver presents. 

Black Pete has become 
the subject of protests in the 
Netherlands. Opponents say 
he is a caricature of an Afri¬ 
can slave carried over from 
colonial times — he is usually 
portrayed by white people 
wearing blackface makeup, 
bold red lipstick and frizzy 
Afro wigs. 

But a large majority of the 
Netherlands’ mostly white 
population says that Pete is a 
positive figure and denies any 


racial insult. 

Last month an Amsterdam 
court agreed with findings by 
a Dutch discrimination vet¬ 
ting board and a UN advisory 
panel that Black Pete’s look is 
offensive. 

Pam Evenhuis, spokesman 
for the Amsterdam commit¬ 
tee that organizes the arrival 
of Santa Claus, or “Sinterlc- 
laas” in Dutch, says change 
is necessary to make sure 
the children’s festival is fun 
and not controversial. Details 
were still being debated. 

“The Pete photoshoot for 
2014 isn’t ready yet,” he said. 

In the Dutch tradition, Sin- 
terklaas arrives on a steam¬ 
boat laden with gifts, accom¬ 
panied by numerous Black 
Petes. More than 250,000 
people attend the celebration 
in Amsterdam alone. 

Although Amsterdam is 
influential, other towns, busi¬ 
nesses and individuals across 
the country may not want to 
change his look, the mayor 
added.

Myanmar salvage team 
dives for massive old bell 


Divers attached to safety 
ropes plunged into wat¬ 
ers south of Myanmar’s old 
capital, Yangon, as part of 
renewed efforts to retrieve 
a bronze bell that has been 
lying for centuries at the con¬ 
fluence of three rivers. 

The 270-ton bell, believed 
one of the largest ever cast, 
was made on the order of 
King Dhammazedi in 1476 
and donated to Shwedagon 
pagoda. In the early 1600s, 
it was stolen by Portuguese 
despot Philip de Brito, but his 
rickety vessel sank where the 
Yangon and Bago rivers meet 


the Pazundaung creek. 

Private and foreign groups 
have for years tried to retrieve 
the historic treasure, believed 
to be buried deep beneath 
heavy silt. They have been de¬ 
terred in part by murky wat¬ 
ers and torrential currents. 

The salvage team consists 
of about 70 people, including 
10 divers from the countiy’s 
Myeilc archipelago, famous 
for their ability to dive with¬ 
out external breathing equip¬ 
ment. 

The project will last up 
to 45 days and cost up to

Subtle dissent 
in ravaged Gaza 


Reaction. Suffering 
and loss from latest 
war breeds discontent 
with Hamas among 
group of Palestinians 


The group of neighbours sur¬ 
veyed the destruction wreaked 
on their residential complex 
by Israeli bombardment, with 
building after building flat¬ 
tened or punctured by shells. 
The men then began to voice 
something almost never heard 
out loud in Gaza: Criticism of 
its Hamas rulers. 

Exhausted by a month of 
pounding by Israel’s militaiy — 


on top of seven years of stifling 
closure of the tiny Mediterran¬ 
ean coastal strip — they ques¬ 
tioned Hamas’s handling of the 
crisis and the wisdom of repeat¬ 
edly going to war with Israel. 

“We do not want to be 
bombarded every two or three 
years. We want to lead a good 
life: Sleep well, drink well and 
eat well,” said Ziad Rizk, a 
37-year-old father of two. 

It is impossible to say how 
widespread such discontent 
is among Gaza’s 1.8 million 
residents. Under Hamas rule, 
it’s dangerous to share even as 
much as a hint of criticism of 
the government with outsiders. 

Still, the men’s boldness in 
voicing their opinions could be 


a telling sign that some Gazans 
see Hamas as weakened. 

The men who spoke with 
The Associated Press were all 
friends and neighbours who 
live in the Abraj al-Nada, or Al- 
Nada Towers, a collection of 
apartment buildings that was 
hit hard by Israeli airstrikes and 
tank shelling on July 17 in the 
Gaza district of Beit Lahiya. 

Their grumbling is in part 
bom from Gaza’s increasing 
economic hardship. Unemploy¬ 
ment mns at around 50 per 
cent. The Hamas government 
owes workers several months’ 
back pay. The seven-year block¬ 
ade by Israel and Egypt has 
choked businesses and jobs.

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Police clash with protesters 
days after black teen killed 


Ferguson, Mo. Residents 
complained of heavy- 
handed police presence 


Police used tear gas and smoke 
bombs to repel crowds who 
threw Molotov cocktails during 
another violent night on the 
streets of a St. Louis suburb in 
the wake of the fatal shooting 
Saturday of unarmed 18-year- 
old Michael Brown. 

Hours earlier, the police 
chief had said race relations 
were the top priority in the 
town, where a white police 
officer fatally shot the black 
teen. Authorities have vowed 
to reach across the racial, eco¬ 
nomic and generational divide 
in a community in search of 
answers. 

In the streets of Ferguson, 
though, the polite dialogue 
heard at community forums 
and news conferences is no¬ 
where to be found. 


Instead, officers from mul¬ 
tiple departments in riot gear 
and in militaiy equipment 
have clashed nightly with pro¬ 
testers, who chant, “Hands up, 
don’t shoot.” Wednesday saw 
more tense confrontations and 
further volleys of tear gas from 
police — this time paired with 
smoke bombs in response to 
flaming projectiles and other 
objects lobbed from the crowd. 
Protesters faced heavily armed 
police who at times trained 
weapons on them from ar¬ 
moured trucks. 

Two reporters said they were 
detained by police for not clear¬ 
ing out quickly enough from a 
McDonald’s where they were 
working, near the protests but 
away from the more volatile 
areas. The two, who work for 
The Washington Post and The 
Huffington Post, respectively, 
were released without any 
charges. Both say they were as¬ 
saulted but not seriously hurt.

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Brazil. Presidential race 
changes after plane crash 
kills top contender 


Brazil’s political landscape was 
being redrawn Thursday, a day 
after a small plane crash killed 
a top presidential candidate less 
than two months before the 
election. 

The death of politician Ed¬ 
uardo Campos in a plane that 
smashed into a white-collar 
neighbourhood in the port city 
of Santos is reshuffling the can¬ 
didates and voter preferences, 
and could further complicate 
president Dilma Rousseff’s re 
election, analysts say 

Political observers say Cam¬ 


pos’ socialist party is expected 
to declare his running mate 
Marina Silva, one of the coun¬ 
try's most popular politicians, 
as its presidential candidate in 
the coming days. 

“If she runs, it becomes 
a more competitive race. It 
increases the likelihood of a 
runoff happening,” said Joao 
Augusto de Castro Neves, Latin 
America director for the Eur¬ 
asia Group consulting firm. “It 
would be a pretty close race to 
see who is going to be the run¬ 
ner Up.”

One in 13 female full-time 
members of the Canadian 
Forces has been sexually as¬ 
saulted during military ser¬ 
vice, Statistics Canada has 
found. 

The statistics agency sur¬ 
veyed 6,700 full-time regular 
members of the Forces, with 
a proportional percentage of 
women and men to the mil- 
itaiy enrolment figures, from 
April to August 2013. 

Of the women surveyed, 

7.6 per cent said they had 
been sexually assaulted 
“while either deployed on 
Canadian Forces operation, 
at a Canadian Forces Work¬ 
place or by a Canadian Forces 
member or civilian Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence 
employee.” 

The figure jumped to 

15.6 per cent when includ¬ 
ing women who reported 
they’d been touched sexually 
against their will — also in

the course of their service in 
the militaiy. 

Respondents were in¬ 
structed that “sexual assault” 
was defined for the survey 
as “someone forcing you or 
attempting to force you into 
any unwanted sexual activ¬ 
ity, by threatening you, hold¬ 
ing you down or hurting you 
in some way.” 

The other category, “un¬ 
wanted sexual touching,” 
was defined as “unwanted 
touching or grabbing, kissing 
or fondling.” 

Of the men surveyed, 
about 0.2 per cent said they’d 
been sexually assaulted in 
connection with their work 
in the military. However, Sta¬ 
tistics Canada cautions that 
that number is low enough to 
be at risk of sampling error. 

When including the num¬ 
ber of men who said they’d 
experienced unwanted sex¬ 
ual touching, the number 
rises to 0.8 per cent — which

would translate to about 500 
of the forces’ 55,500 male sol¬ 
diers. That number is statis¬ 
tically valid, according to the 
statistics agency. 

The Canadian Forces Men¬ 
tal Health Survey 2013 was 
conducted by Statistics Can¬ 
ada in conjunction with the 
Department of National De¬ 
fence. It surveyed currently 
serving members only, and 
would not have included 
anyone who was sexually as¬ 
saulted and left the military 
before the survey was con¬ 
ducted. 

The survey covered many 
aspects of mental health and 
trauma. Some results con¬ 
cerning mental health and 
alcohol use were publicly 
released this week. A section 
on military sexual trauma 
was also included in the 
questionnaire. 

Metro requested and re¬ 
ceived a breakdown of the 
sexual trauma results.

University of Ottawa PhD 
candidate Ashley Biclcerton 
is studying militaiy sexual 
assaults. Biclcerton said the 
sexual trauma data was wel¬ 
come, but criticized the def¬ 
inition of sexual assault used 
in the survey because most 
people — and the law — con¬ 
sider “unwanted touching 
or grabbing, kissing or fond¬ 
ling” to be sexual assault. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, that definition was 
used because it was consist¬ 
ent with surveys done in the 
past and would produce com¬ 
parable results. 

Retired justice Marie Des- 
champs is conducting an 
external review into sexual 
assault policy and proced¬ 
ures, training and culture 
in the Canadian Forces.

The Department of Nation¬ 
al Defence made psych¬ 
iatrist and mental health 
adviser to the Canadian 
Forces command Col. 
Ralcesh Jetly available for 
an interview with Metro. 

Ralcesh said statistics 
were gathered as part of 
a large survey on mental 
health meant to help the 
militaiy better understand 
the “burden and the im¬ 
pact of mental illness” and 
trauma for its members. 
DND has not yet analyzed 
the sexual trauma data and 
had not yet seen it until 
asked about it by Metro. 

Some analysis of the 
data will be presented in 
November, he said. 

“We’ve asked about 
different kinds of trauma, 
sexual trauma is one type 
of trauma — because we 
want to see, first of all, 
how often does it occur 
and we want to see its re¬ 
lationship to the illnesses,” 
he said. 

“As a senior officer in 
the Canadian Forces, it’s 
concerning to see numbers 

— it almost doesn’t matter 
what the numbers are 

— it’s disturbing ... that 
sexual trauma within our 
workplace does occur.” 

Ralcesh couldn’t specu¬ 
late on why the numbers 
are as high as they are, 
what they say about the 
militaiy’s culture, the use 
of militaiy over civilian 
police to investigate, or 
whether new female re¬ 
cruits would be informed 
of the new statistics.

Robin Williams was in the early 
stages of Parkinson’s disease at 
the time of his death, his wife 
said Thursday. 

In a statement, Susan 
Schneider said that Williams, 
63, was struggling with depres¬ 
sion, anxiety and the Parkin¬ 
son’s diagnosis when he died 
Monday in his Northern Cali¬ 
fornia home. Authorities said 
he committed suicide. 

“Robin’s sobriety was in¬ 


tact and he was brave as he 
struggled with his own battles 
of depression, anxiety as well 
as early stages of Parkinson’s 
disease, which he was not 
yet ready to share publicly,” 
Schneider said. 

The Marin County Sheriff’s 
Department, which said Wil¬ 
liams hanged himself, is con¬ 
ducting toxicology tests and 
interviews before issuing a final 
ruling. 

Parkinson’s disease is an 
incurable nervous system disor¬ 
der that involves a loss of brain 
cells controlling movement. 
Tremors, sometimes starting 
out in just one hand, are among 
the early symptoms.

Raw-milk crusader 
vows to keep lighting 


The Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada will not hear an appeal 
from an Ontario farmer who 
has long championed the 
right to sell and drink un¬ 
pasteurized milk, but he says 
“it’s not the end of the road.” 

The top court’s refusal 
to hear Michael Schmidt’s 
case means his 2011 convic¬ 
tions and $9,150 in fines, on 
13 charges under the Health 
Protection and Promotion 
Act and the Milk Act, will 
stand. As is usual the court 
did not provide reasons. 

Schmidt will, however, 
continue his crusade to pro¬ 
vide people who wish to buy 
raw milk with the unpasteur¬ 
ized product. 

The Ontario government 
maintains the unprocessed 



milk poses a significant risk 
to public health, but Schmidt 
insists there’s no evidence 
anyone has ever fallen ill 
from his milk, and he and his 
supporters argue raw milk 


offers health benefits. 

“I don’t think it’s the end 
of the road at all,” he said 
from his farm in Durham, 
Ont., south of Owen Sound. 
“I think it was a ruling on 
a very specific case, a very 
specific situation. I think it 
will become much more a 
political issue now than a 
legal issue.” 

Ontario does not ban the 
consumption of raw milk 
and farmers are allowed to 
drink the milk produced 
by their own cows. Earlier 
court decisions have found 
that Schmidt’s method of al¬ 
lowing consumers to buy an 
ownership interest in a dairy 
cow was little more than a 
way to circumvent the rules.

Intel teams up with 
actor Michael J. Fox 
to fight Parkinson’s 



Anonymous patient data is aggregated and analyzed for new insight into 
Parkinson’s disease, intel 


Neurodegenerative 
disease. Computing 
giant is using ‘big 
data’ in bid to improve 
research and treatment 


U.S. computing giant Intel re¬ 
cently announced it was joining 
an effort to battle Parkinson’s 
disease with new big data and 
wearable technologies to im¬ 
prove research and treatment. 

Intel said it would work 
with the Michael J. Fox Founda¬ 
tion for Parkinson’s Research 
— created by the Back to the 
Future Canadian-American ac¬ 
tor — on the effort to fight the 
neurodegenerative brain dis¬ 
ease second only to Alzheimer’s 
in worldwide prevalence. 

The research will use “a new 
big data analytics platform that 
detects patterns in participant 
data collected from wearable 
technologies used to monitor 
symptoms,” an Intel statement 
said. 

“This effort is an import¬ 
ant step in enabling research¬ 


ers and physicians to measure 
progression of the disease 
and to speed progress toward 
breakthroughs in drug develop¬ 
ment.” 

The statement added that by 
collecting and analyzing data 
from thousands of individuals, 
such as slowness of movement, 
tremor and sleep quality, re¬ 
searchers can get a better pic¬ 
ture of the progression of the 
disease. 

The research will use wear¬ 
ables that “can unobtrusively 
gather and transmit objective, 
experiential data in real time. 


24 hours a day, seven days a 
week,” according to the state¬ 
ment. 

“Nearly 200 years after Par¬ 
kinson’s disease was first de¬ 
scribed by Dr. James Parkinson 
in 1817, we are still subjectively 
measuring Parkinson’s disease 
largely the same way doctors 
did then,” said Todd Sherer, the 
foundation’s chief executive. 

Robin Williams’ wife recent¬ 
ly said that her husband was 
battling with the early stages 
of Parkinson’s at the time of

The literaiy executor of 
George Orwell’s estate is 
accusing Amazon.com of 
committing an Orwellian 
crime: doublespeak. 

In a letter in The New 
York Times, Bill Hamilton

Seventeen-year-old Chloe Grace 
Moretz has played a young 
vampire in Let Me In, a would- 
be superhero in Kick Ass and 
cinema’s most famous telekin¬ 
etic, Carrie. It’s a diverse group 
of roles, but Moretz says she 
can draw a straight line from 
character to character. 

“They’re linear,” she says, 
“in the sense that they’re all 
strong characters. A lot of them 
are like me, the basis of them. 
They all have a big mountain in 
front of them but they are go¬ 
ing to climb it and fight as hard 


as they can. The weakest char¬ 
acter, but also the strongest 
character, I’ve played is Carrie. 
She is two different characters 
in one, so diverse and so dark. 
There is so much to learn from 
her.” 

In her new film If I Stay, she 
plays Mia, a gifted teenage cel¬ 
list from a family of musicians. 
When a catastrophic accident 
throws her into a coma, she has 
an out-of-body experience. 

The rest of the stoiy is told 
from the perspective of her 
memories before the accident 
and in the present, as she ob¬ 
serves, ghostlike, the aftermath 
of the car crash. 

The character appealed to 
her because she saw some of 
herself in Mia. 

“She’s an introvert until she 
plays the cello and the cello 
brings her alive. It’s how I am. 
I’m pretty shy, unless I’m speak¬ 
ing about my job. I’m really 
shy around teenagers my age. 
Sometimes it’s because they 
judge me and it kind of scares 
me. Crowds scare me, teen¬ 


agers scare me, new people. I 
get really quiet and awkward.” 

With that insight, she 
hoped to make Mia true to the 
character created by author 
Gayle Forman in the bestselling 
book that inspired the movie. 

“My biggest thing was mak¬ 
ing her honest to the book,” she 
says. 

“I have been a fan of book 
series, and then I’ll see the mov¬ 
ie and think, ‘That was such a 
let-down.’ I hate that feeling be¬ 
cause for me, I want to be able 
to be a fan of my own 
work.” 

The movie is a tear jerlcer, 
but Moretz says she doesn’t 
like it “when people chalk up 
a movie to being all about ciy- 
ing. I like to walk out of a mov¬ 
ie feeling like I have learned 
something, that something’s 
changed.” 

After seeing If I Stay, she 
hopes audiences “leave feeling 
they felt something. It is a really 
beautiful movie about life and 
death and happiness and sad¬ 
ness and music.

Michael Jackson. No Name video is a first for Twitter 


Five years after his death, Mi¬ 
chael Jackson is back with a 
new video that breaks new 
ground by premiering on 
Twitter. 

The late King of Pop — 
who pioneered music videos 
in the 1980s with the advent 
of MTV — had written the 
song A Place With No Name, 
with loose inspiration from 
the 1972 folk-rock classic A 
Horse With No Name by the 
band America. 

Released in May on his 
posthumous album XSCAPE, 


Michael Jackson’s estate 
and Epic Records decided to 
premiere an accompanying 
video on Twitter late Wednes¬ 
day in what they said was a 
first for the social media site. 

The video was also broad¬ 
cast on an overhead screen in 
New York’s Times Square in 
co-ordination with the Twit¬ 
ter debut. 

The video features ar¬ 
chival footage of a mid-career 
Jackson, dancing in a tight 
tank top against a black-and- 
white backdrop, along with a 


couple sensuously intertwin¬ 
ing in the desert heat. 

The song tells the stoiy of 
a motorist whose Jeep suffers 
a flat tire on the highway and 
meets a woman who, in Jack¬ 
son’s words, explains, “Don’t 
you worry, my friend, I’ll take 
care.” 

“Take me to a place with¬ 
out no name,” Jackson sings, 
rhythmically if ungrammatic¬ 
ally, to a heavy bass line. 

Jackson explains the 
couple’s onward journey and 
discoveiy of a “beautiful city” 


where “kids are playing and 
people are laughing and smil¬ 
ing, and no one’s in fear.” 

A Place With No Name 
was directed by Samuel Bay¬ 
er, whose previous work in¬ 
cludes Nirvana’s Smells Like 
Teen Spirit, featuring video of 
a raucous school concert. 

Jackson was an early en¬ 
thusiast of matching videos 
to his songs. His 1983 video 
Thriller was a landmark as it 
was virtually a miniature hor¬

My brief mention of Chi¬ 
anti last week inspired a 
flood of questions asking 
for more details. 

Chianti is an area in 
Tuscany between the cities 
of Sienna and Florence. 
Famous for rolling hills 
and statuesque cypress 
trees, it was one of the first 
Italian regions to export to 
Canada. That made its juice 
a household name. 

The fact its original 
bottles (called a fiasco) came 
wrapped in a straw basket 
made them the toast of the 
1970s when all the groovy 
people, and their grand¬ 
mothers, started drinking 
the stuff. 

It pumps out more red 
than white, and is home to 
the sangiovese grape. While 
the Classico sub-zone is 
where the oldest (and argu¬ 
ably best) vines grow, it’s 
one of eight areas that can 
slap Chianti on its labels. 

The Rufina sub-zone is 
an undiscovered gem and 
Frescobaldi’s 2009 Nipoz- 
zano Chianti Riserva 
($19.99 - $26.98) serves 
up the savoury 
finesse and lingering 
I layers of cherry fruit 
that typify Rufina 
wines. 

Cellar- worthy, 
it hits a home run 
with lasagna and 
pizza.

It definitely gave me my confi¬ 
dence and my escapism. It’s a 
huge part and love of my life. 
It’s nice to be in a pool with 
your thoughts and be able to 
process things, and understand 
what’s going on. It can give you 
peace. 

How would you describe 
swimming? 

Freedom. The feeling of being 
in water is unlike anything 
else; you can’t replicate it. I go 


into my own world. And it’s 
just kind of the weightlessness, 
which is kind of how I imagine 


space would feel. 

A lot of people would rather 
go jogging or ride a bicycle — 


and wear leggings and baggy 
workout clothes — because 
they’re insecure about the way 
they look in a swimsuit. 

You go to the pool to 
escape, not to look or stare at 
other people. As soon as you 
hop in, no one’s going to see 
you anyway. 

It’s also about getting the 
right swimming gear. A lot of 
swimsuits now have a lot of 
support; Speedo has a range 
that does this tummy tuck sort 
of thing.

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Eslcs face off with Redblacks 


Another win? 

Edmonton expected to 
dominate as they play 
against Ottawa 


Life is not about to get any 
easier for the Ottawa Red- 
blacks. 

Losers of three straight, 
the Redblacks (1-5) host 
the powerful Edmonton Es¬ 
kimos (5-1) on Friday. 

In what seems like a case 
of piling on, another West 
Division power, the Calgary 
Stampeders, comes to the 
nation’s capital next week. 

It’s a pretty bleak pic¬ 
ture for the expansion 
Redblacks, who like other 
teams in the inferior East 
have trouble when pitted 
against their West Division 
counterparts. Still, coach 
Rick Campbell said his team 
can get that elusive second 
win if it can limit its mis¬ 
takes. 

“Any time you face a 
good team — like the last 
three weeks of Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Calgary and Edmon¬ 
ton — they’re not going 
to beat themselves, so we 
need to make sure we keep 
things positive,” Campbell 
said. “We can’t afford nega¬ 
tive plays, which would in¬ 
clude penalties, and we’ve 
got to limit the turnovers 
and when we’ve played that 
way, which we did several 
games early in the season, 
then we gave ourselves a 
chance to win the game.” 

Statistically, things don’t 
look great for the Redblacks. 

The team ranks ninth 
and dead last in the CFL 
in yards allowed per game 
(415.8), is seventh in offence 
(332.7) and eighth in rush¬ 
ing yards per game (79.2). 

Despite the numbers, 
players believe they are 



coming together as a team. 

“Everybody just has to 
focus on themselves and do 
their own job and keep their 
integrity,” said linebacker

12 rinks qualify 
for CCA’s National 
Team Program, which 
comes with funding for 
competitions, training 


The Canadian Curling Associa¬ 
tion has unveiled the 12 rinks 
that will be part of the organiz¬ 
ation’s National Team Program 
for the 2014-15 season. 

The six men’s teams are 
skipped by Olympic cham¬ 
pion Brad Jacobs of Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ont., Mike McEwen of 
Winnipeg, John Morris of Cal- 
gaiy, Brad Gushue of St. John’s, 
N.L., Kevin Koe of Calgary and 
Glenn Howard of Penetangui- 
shene, Ont. 

The six women’s teams are 
skipped by Olympic champion 
Jennifer Jones of Winnipeg, 
Rachel Homan of Ottawa, Stef- 
anie Lawton of Saskatoon, Val 
Sweeting of Edmonton, Sheny 
Middaugh of Coldwater, Ont., 
and Heather Nedohin of Sher¬ 
wood Park, Alta. 

The teams qualified for the 
National Team Program (NTP) 
based on their standings on 
the Order of Merit following 
last season. 

“The depth of curling talent 
in our countiy is amazing, and 
the international results con¬ 
tinue to prove that,” CCA chief 


executive officer Greg Strem- 
law said Thursday in a release. 
“We were the only countiy 
in the world to have no team 
finish outside of the top six in 
traditional four-player world 
and Olympic championship 
events last season, and the 
National Team Program has 


played a significant role in 
those ongoing successes.” 

As part of the NTP, the 
teams will have funding to cov¬ 
er some competition and train¬ 
ing costs. They will also be able 
to access high-performance 
resources in the areas of sports 
science, sports medicine and 


coaching from either inside or 
outside of the CCA. 

All 12 teams will be partici¬ 
pating in the Dec. 3-to-7 Can¬ 
ada Cup of Curling at Encana 
Arena in Camrose, Alta. It’s the 
opening event of the CCA’s 
Season of Champions.

Tennis, Raonic’s heavy 
serve narrowly carries 
him past qualifier 


Milos Raonic says he came to 
the court with a poor attitude, 
and it almost cost him. For¬ 
tunately for the fifth-seeded 
Canadian, his booming serve 
rescued him from a big upset. 

Raonic saved a win with 
his 30th ace in a tense 6-7 (7), 
6-3, 7-6 (4) victoiy over Amer¬ 
ican qualifier Steve Johnson 
on Thursday to advance to the 
quarter-finals of the Western 
& Southern Open tennis tour¬ 
nament. 

While his serve was potent, 
Raonic said his poor play made 
the contest “complicated.” 

Raonic had to win it all in a 
tiebreaker after striking three 
double-faults as he served for 
victoiy leading 5-4 in the final 
set. In the end, the 23-year-old 
won the last four points of the 
tiebreaker. 

“My attitude was not great 


when I was first serving for 
the match,” said Raonic. 

“I just complicated things 
in a lot of moments. I certainly 
would have rather had that 
final ace at 5-4 in the third.” 

Raonic plays on Friday 
against Fabio Fognini, who 
beat Lu Yen-Hsun 3-6, 6-3, 6-3.

Stewart announced the 
decision Thursday. His plans 
for the rest of the season have 
not been determined. 

Jeff Burton will drive 
Stewart’s No. 14 Chevrolet in 
Michigan. 

Stewart also sat out Sunday 
at Watkins Glen, a day after he 
struck and killed Kevin Ward 
Jr. during a sprint car event 
in Canandaigua, N.Y. After 
Stewart clipped Ward’s car, 
sending it spinning, Ward got 



out of the car during the cau¬ 
tion period, walked down the 
track and was hit by Stewart. 

Ward’s funeral was Thurs¬ 
day in Boonville, N.Y. 

Stewart’s dirt-racing ca¬ 
reer is on hold, and he could 
face criminal charges.

Rob Manfred was elected 
baseball’s 10th commis¬ 
sioner Thursday and 
will succeed Bud Selig in 
Januaiy. 

A labour lawyer who has 
worked for Major League 
Baseball since 1998, Man¬ 
fred beat out Boston Red 
Sox chairman Tom Werner 
in the first contested vote 
for a new commissioner in 
46 years. The third candi¬ 
date, MLB executive vice- 
president of business Tim 
Brosnan, dropped out just 
before the start of voting. 

The 55-year-old Manfred, 
who grew up in Rome, N.Y., 
must address issues that 
include decreased interest 
in baseball among younger 
people and longer games.
